In Albania 



1, Reference ia made to our recent nemorandtua on the easae 
subject. 

2, We are now in receipt of infowatien that the following 
six *7 mrts re p o r t ed to the Creek Amy in the Pogoni area on 
27 October 1%9* 

a* Aelao Jeeel (preaunably Xhenal Aallanaa), free Inftinla 
(near Tepelene), leader of the group. 

b. Jafer All (poeeiMy Arif Hafferri), froa Saaal (near 
Tepelens). 

e. Balsa Senal, tram Golecd. 

d. Aid. QariM (preauaably Bald Gaba), from Laaarat. 

e. telco Daouti (preamaa bl y Ago Daati), free Palaiorali. 

f* Bardooli Berleal (preauaably Bardhul Derveahi), froa 
laaarat. 



5* It m laarned froa the above that they *ere recruited 
about two months ago froa a carp at Bari, Italy, by Abac S-aeni and 
Taoil Andcni. Bm ty ■«« than taken to Malta, whara they were trained 
(the laat two aa w/T operetore) by aix inetruetera under a British 
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4* On the night of 6 October 1949# according to their story, 
the six abore-namsd Albanians wire disembarked on the Albanian coast 
at a point north of Ylons near the nouth of tha Ados riser, Before 
thcor wore landed another group of five Albanians, destined for Kolouje, 
see dlaanbarkad at tho earns place* This group included the following! 

a* Safer Luarese, possibly identical with Safer Mogles. 
b. Parparln All* 
o* Petri Butka. 

d. Seed Berla# possibly Identical with Sen! Bardho* 
s. SesU ttsndji, presumably identical with Zsnl Kanes* 

5* The above group, under the leadership of Xnareae, had left 
halts on 13 or 15 September 1949 on a fact boat and wae supposed to 
land in tho Riwaro region whore the Uatuka and Xspsniea groupe had 
landed. However, the Xsaraae group was informed by radio that the 
Mateka and Lspsoiea groupe had been anbuehed and accordingly r e tu rned 
to Malta, setting out again three weeks later to be landed north of 
Hons* 

6. Both the Jemal and Zuaraee groupe p ro c ee ded to the Tepelene 
area and separated at tha "region of throe egg*” (ale), the farmer 
pro cee din g toward Gjlnokaster sod the latter going to Kelamje. 

Large-scale searching operations by the Albanian authorities forced 
the Jemal group to atop for fire days in the Ojinokaste r ^ ur r el eeh 
region. After that they decided to escape to O roo o e in aeeordanee 
with the instruct lone which they had r ee a dt e ed from the British, who 
had direetod them to aak tor the Alien** Center at Tannine, where 
they were to state their identities* 

7* M a sh e rs of the Jemal group stated that they had bean unable 
to make radio contact with their base despite repeated attempts* They 
cocpreaesd the opinion that contact was prevented by the surrounding 
mountains , They stated that they had the possibility of weiring contact 
with the baas station only, and not with any other group* Before fleeing 
from Albania, they hid their W/T eat in the lasarst region* With regard 
to their cryptographic system, they said that they replaced each letter 
of the alphabet by a two-digit Rubber, and net by a three-digit zneher 
as in the ease of the cryptographic system de s cri be d by the previous 
group* 
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8. It mt learned that, before 20 September 1949, a fatuvaoabor 
group under All Trebova had boon sent into the Berat region* In 
addi t ion, a group nee eenb into the Ksroe region under Mustafa Knee 
(or Dnsar) Allhat (pr— uwa hly identical with Mustafa Sal thane)* Beth 
of these grsspe were landed at the south of the flsstsnl Sfemr, in the 
hoenJa-Pier region* After soagftetiitg its work in the Seoul area, the 
Trebova group waa to rejoin the Keree group* 

9* the Jomal group stated that they had nothing to do with Ethosi 
Calm and that Cats was soot by Torino!. They rewilod TOrlaei and said 
that they could sottle their differences with hia and Gain only with 
arm* in their hande* they said they knew nothing about Lepsnisa*s 
hawing been instructed to weet Cafcu and give his certain instruotiona* 

10* It will be eeen that the aasee appearing in this report, given 
ae transliterated Area the Chuuk, for tho soot part correspond exactly 
or very closely with the names of certain of the 30 Albanian agents 
recruited by the British; in the eeae of the ethers, it say be that 
they have glvm peeodonjme, as was done by two of the first four of 
those Albanians who sure brought to our attention and who wore described 
In the snevehs in refe re n ce* 

11* On the heels of Information available to date, it would appear 
that, at least as far as three separate groups ere concerned, titers was 
only one radio contact with the British. Under the eireusstanees it is 
a little difficult for us to understand the British to have told you 
about thslr being in oonenani cation with all the revaluing groups with 
the oxssptlon of the ggg which had fled to Greece. 

12. The information contained in this s e moran due is exclusively 
for OPC headquarters; it is urgently requested that no portion of it 
be disseminated to your field representatives or to the British without 
prior clearance with OSQ. 

13. We shall weleama any additional information which you nay be 
able to give us to fill In our gaps and to serve as a check on our source* 
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
